At (he age of twelve, 
pupils are appointed by the Slate su 

perinteadent of public instruction for 

a term of live years, the expense of 
tuition and board being met by an 
appropriation from the state. ' Tin. 
amount of the annual appropriation is 
lived by the law 'under which tht 
stitutions ure organised. It will there 

fore be seen that these institutions 
are not, strictly speaking, asylums or 
charity institutions. They belong to 
the free school system of the State. 
and are no more charitable institu 
tions than are our public free schools. 
As these unfortunate children, how- 
are scattered throughout the 
Slate, it becomes necessary to bring 
them together at, some local point. 

whore a sufficient number can be col 

levied for a school. Hence the Stat.. 
provides for their board as well as for 
their instruction. Besides this, the 
advantages of being associated togeth- 
er, in what becomes t.i them 111 ninny 
ts. a home, is of incalculable ad- 
vantage. The school hours an- simi- 
lar to those of our public schools; 
but the methods of instruction, as 
will be readily understood, are quite 

different. These pupils are deficient 

in language and ideas. They readily 
communicate by means of signs j but 
as these are not allowed in either giv 

instruction in the 

school room, the first great work of 
the teacher is to furnish them with a 
vocabulary of words, with their rj 
and help them to construct a i 
e. Those who know BOmetfa 
of the processes of primary instruct 
in our public schools, will be able, in 

some slight measure to appreciate the 

difficulties of this undertaking. The

Having attended the closing 1 xaniiniv 
tions, which continued throughout the 
last week of the school year, i had an 
unusually good opportunity to judge 
of the character of (he work done, and 
of the general management of the in 
stitution. under the very able supcrin 
tendency of Professor Z. JP. AYester 
\ell. The question has been asked 
oft t-n by those who do not know him, 
whether .Professor AYcstcrvelt is not a 
oleaf mute. No. he is not. as I hap 
pen to know ; but his early years, wore 
spent in the Ohio institution for deaf 
mutes, of which his mother WOE matron 
for twenty years. He is therefore 
skilled in deaf mute lore, and by years 
of successful teaching also, is amply 
qualified for the difficult and responsi- 
ble position, at the head of the insti- 
tution. Mrs. AY. before assuming the 
otlicc of matron of the institution, had 
been a successful teacher in the Mary- 
land institution for deaf-mutes, and 
as a pupil of Professor Hell, had ne 
quired an enviable reputation as a 
teacher of articulation. Miss Hamil- 
ton, the teacher of articulation, was 
for many years a teacher in the New 
York institution, and in the fraternity- 
is regarded as having few if any equals 
m her department Edward P. Hart, 
a graduate of the University of Roch- 
ester, who has had charge of the class 
in history, geography and arithmetic, 
with occasional exercise in articulation, 
is well known in this city, by the in 
t crest he has taken, for several 
neat in the moral and religious wel 
fare of the deaf mutes in this city ami 
vicinity.
